The applicant's arguments are persuasive with respect to the claim rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No.- 6,976,984 to Cense et 
al. Therefore, the examiner withdraws the rejections. 

As to the rejections co claims 1, 2 and 7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Zavislan et al. US. Patent no. 5,653,706 (hereinafter Zavislan 706), the 
examiner maintains his position in the prior Office Action. 

The applicant's written description teaches the use of a focal spot in the order of 
ten microns, and an energy density of few tenth of a mJ to provide the optical 
breakdown phenomenon (see paragraph [0022] of the instant application). Although 
Zavislan 706 does not specifically use the term Inducing optical breakdown 
phenomenon' to the hair tissue, his system is would provide IOB as recited in the instant 
application. This is due to the fact that, in addition to the structural limitations of the 
instant claims, Zavislan 706 teaches that the focal spot of the treatment laser is in the 
micron range, and the energy density is about 25 J/cm 2 (see col. 4, lines 55-67). The 
combination of his focal spot and energy density are analogous to that of the instant 
claims. Hence, the Examiner's position is that the laser pulse of Zavislan 706 would 
provide optical breakdown at focal spot as recited in the instant claims.
